Jerry Remick has issued one hundred white, maple, wood flats (3 % inches X 2 “% inches)'@ 
showing three youngsters singing Christmas carols. Fifty of the woods show the carol singers, 
the greeting and the date all on the face side, in the colour red. Fifty show these same design 
elements in the colour blue. The text on the reverse side is in French. This is the only wood flat 
to be issued in French for many years. The text “Scents de bois plat” translates as “5 cents of 
flat wood”. The text on fifty of the reverse sides is in blue and on the other fifty woods is in red. 

A set of the two different coloured woods is $1.50 postpaid and one wood is $1.00 postpaid 
from Jerry Remick P.O. Box 9183, Ste. Foy, Quebec, Canada G1V 4B1. 

Back issues of Christmas wood flats with the reverse sides in French and each issue having 
two colour varieties for the main design, on the face side, are available for the years 1998, 2000, 
2001 and 2002. Prices are the same as the year 2003 wood flats. CAWMC President, Norm 
Belsten printed all these woods.
